While in Lincoln, Grisin­ 
ger d rew pictu res of other 
things besid es the Capitol 
Bu ild ing. 
He ca me fro m a ra ilro a d 
fa mily — his fa ther w a s 
g enera l 
ma na g er 
o f 
the 
Burling to n — a nd he drew 
pictures o f tra ins in which 
he inco rpo ra ted new fea ­ 
tures fo r lo co mo tiv es o f the 
future. 
Others mu st hav e h a d 
sim ilar id eas for some of 
the featu res that he inv i­ 
sioned can tod ay be seen in 
mod ern d iesel locomotiv es. 
The same thing is tru e of 
h i s 
ex periments 
in 
ad ­ 
v anced 
aeronau tical 
con­ 
stru ction. He came u p with 
d esigns for airplane wings 
at Boeing that are now in 
u se. 
Grisinger said he rem em ­ 
bers many things abou t Lin­ 
coln and “ many of these 
things hav e left lasting im­ 
pressions.” 
One o f these is the Ca pi­ 
to l Building . He sa id he 
thinks it is o ne o f the mo st 
bea utiful structures he ha s 
seen. 
Grisinger is m arried to 
the former Fy rne Ru tled ge 
of Spald ing, Neb. They hav e 
two m arried d au ghters.

—The first rubber - like 
bumper designed to resist 
mino r impact o n the fro nt 
end o f the car was intro ­ 
duced by o ne manufacturer. 


The J o urnal also empha­ 
sizes that the number o f 
safety studies undertaken by 
the auto mo bile industry has 
been stepped up during the 
past twelv e mo nths. These 
s t u d i e s include o utside 
crash and labo rato ry tests 
to determine the amo unt o f 
energy generated in a car 
crash and ho w such en­ 
ergy can be abso rbed mo re 
effectiv ely by redesign o f 
the bo dy and chassis-sus- 
pensio n sy stems. 
Steps To Safety 
Other fo rward steps un­ 
dertaken to pro v ide safer 
cars, o utlined in the J o urn­ 
al, include: (1) better re­ 
tentio n and sealing o f the 
fuel tank, (2) use o f stro ng­ 
er latches fo r the back o f 
the fro nt seats, 
(3) co m­ 
pletely re-designed instru­ 
ment panels, (4) steering 
co lumns no w are designed 
to abso rb mo re crash en­ 
ergy .

In 1922, America co uld ac­ 
co unt fo r 37 8 K i n gs and 
2,119 Earls. The same y ear 
was also po pular fo r Do rts 
(6 ,5 8 2), M a r m 0 n s (2,895 ) 
and Paiges (7 ,46 2). 
Also nearly half a century 
ago , while Lafay ette.s (349) 
met Linco lns (2,911) and 
G r a n t s (5 07 ) ho nked at 
Franklins (6 ,137 ), 6 10 Ap- 
perso ns freely ro amed the 
co untry side. 
All o f these Illustrio us 
n a m e s o f the auto mo bile 
wo rld appeared in the first 
new car registratio n repo rt 
co nducted by R. L. Po lk & 
Co ., 45 y ears ago . 
In its first repo rt co mpiled 
fro m registratio n reco rds o n 
a state by state basis, the 
co mpany listed to tals fo r 
so me 5 8 different makes. In­ 
cluded were such no stalgic 
marques as Auburn (1,937 ), 
Case (8 95 ), Durant (21,6 15 ), 
Hay nes (4,337 ), J ewett (9,- 
498 ), Kissel (5 6 1), Max well 
(33,419), Mo o n (2,8 6 2), Oak- 


land (1,3.547), Stearns (1,- 
101), Valie (3.7 29 ), VVcst- 
cott (1,024), and W i n t o n 
(46 1). And , who cou ld for­ 
get the Hu pmobile? 
By contrast, tod ay 's Polk 
reiwrts cov er only 12 makes 
of cars. Of t he . s e , only 
Bu ick, Cad illac, Chev rolei, 
Dod ge, Ford and Lincoln ap­ 
peared on the original Polk 
report. 
Accord ing to the 1022 re­ 
port, Ford s (7 49 ,7 85) that 
y ear were most nu merou s, 
followed by 146 ,159 Chev ro- 
lets, 9 8,141 Bu icks and 9 6 ,- 
447 Dod ges. I^east proilu ced 
cars, as a whole, accou nted 
for 405, while total new car 
prod u ction in 1022 was 1.- 
56 8,.505, the reiKirt rev ealed .

This y ear fo r the f i r s t 
time the auto industry is re­ 
quired to pro v ide go v ern- 
m e n t - appro v ed emissio n 
sy stems o n all cars so ld in 
this co untry . Many o f t h e 
196 8 cars hav e ado pted a 
sy stem requiring many re­ 
finements in the electrical 
and fuel sy stems. Tighter 
manufacturing 
standards 
and co ntro ls are also re­ 
quired to enable the c a r 
pro ducers to meet to day ’s 
go v ernment standards. 
Quiet, Please 
One car pro ducer has in­ 
tro duced an internal v ibra­ 
tio n abso rber lo cated with­ 
in the pro peller shaft to 
damp o ut driv eline no ise. 
New fro nt suspensio n sy s- 
terms and the intro ductio n 
o f bias-mo unted rear sho ck 
abso rbers pro v ide a better 
ride o n sev eral o f the '6 8 
mo dels. There hav e been 
numero us changes in the 
rear suspensio n sy stems o f 
statio n wago ns to pro v ide 
impro v ed handling. 
Amo ng the impro v ements 
made this y ear in drum 
brakes are the additio n o f 
larger, mo re po werful brake 
cy linders, the use o f mo re 
brake co o ling, and the use 
o f impro v ed brake lining 
materials. 
Electrical Changes 
There is a pro no unced 
trend to ward the use o f pre­ 
assembled electrical har­ 
ness. Circuitry is mo re re­ 
liable and lo cating electri­ 
cal tro uble is faster and 
simpler. A new electrical 
v o ltage co ntro l sy stem in­ 
tro duced this y ear features 
integrated micro circuits. 
One manufacturer has in­ 
tro duced an o ptio nal tran­ 
sisto rized auto matic head­ 
lamp dimmer. 
Other 
substantial 
im­ 
pro v ements in car lighting 
sy stems include such o p­ 
tio nal features as retract­ 
able headlights and co rner­ 
ing lights and the manda­ 
to ry use o f side marker 
lights o r reflecto rs. 


Many o f this y ear’s cars 
are lo nger than last y ear’s 
co mparable mo dels. Sev er­ 
al car pro ducers hav e in­ 
tro duced sho rter wheelbase 
spo rts co upes and co nv erti­ 
bles featuring sho rt rear 
deck.and lo ng ho o d sty ling. 


Where majo r bo dy changes 
hav e been made in full size 
standard mo dels there is 
generally mo re leg ro o m fo r 
the passengers.

Automobiles 
and trucks 
fueled 
by 
liquid 
natural 
gas (LNG) are being stud­ 
ied as part of the answer 
to air pollution. 
Tests hav e been 
under­ 
way for the past y ear by 
San Diego Gas 
& Electric 
Co., and the firm say s the 
LNG-powered v ehicles show 
great 
promise, 
especially 
for car and truck 
f l e e t 
operations. 


San Diego Gas feels the 
use of LNG would lower 
maintenance costs for high 
mileage v ehicles and, while 
the test 
cars 
get 
fewer 
miles per gallon, the cost 
of the fuel is less. 


The 
research, 
recently 
rev iewed by the 
Oil and 
Gas J ournal, is based on 
the goals of finding a new 
LNG market and dev elop­ 
ing a new approach to pol­ 
lution control. 
The utility reports that 
emission of air pollutants 
from the LNG-powred cars 
is less than half the v olume 
allowed 
under 
California 
smog regulations. 


Working with a 198 7 six - 
cy linder pickup truck and 
a six -cy linder auto, San Di­ 
ego said it has determined 
that th e per-gallon LNG 
price produces a cost-mile 
figure about the same as 
that for gasoline. 


Martin R. Engler J r., a 
San EHego Gas v ice presi­ 
dent, 
noted 
that 
if 
de­ 
mand should reach a siz­ 
able 
v olume, 
the 
price 
could be reduced to a point 
where the LNG would be 
more economical than gas­ 
oline. 
He pointed out ex peri­ 
ments Indicated because of 
LNG’s clean-burning char­ 
acteristics, 
v ehicle 
main­ 
tenance costs could be cut. 


Engler said the utility ’s 
work Is not as much to de­ 
v elop an end product as It 
Is a suggestion to show that 
as a fuel 
LNG could re­ 
duce pollution and be com­ 
petitiv e with gasoline. 


“ We b e l i e v e Detroit’s 
car makers can design an 
LNG-fueled car which would 
be 
much 
more 
efficient 
and which probably would 
cost no more than present 


cars,” he said. 
Engler said LNG use in 
fleet cars and trucks would 
probably be the most prac­ 
tical, since LNG supplies 


are currently av ailable at 
only six points in the coun­ 
try and only six more such 
facilities are 
under 
con­ 
struction.

glass. The 19 6 6 car the 
two y o u n g men were rid­ 
ing in had a windshield 
made o f the new safety 
glass which is giv ing safety 
researchers ho pes that such 
accidents as happened to 
the girl are a thing o f the 
past. 


The thickness o f the plas­ 
tic laminatio n between the 
o utside and inside lay ers o f 
glass has been do ubled. It’s 
30 tho usandths o f an inch 
thick instead o f 15 tho u­ 
sandths. Also , the bo nd be­ 
tween plastic and glass is 
lo o se, and that permits plas­ 
tic and glass to slide against 
each o ther. 
The net result is that 
when the head o f a passen­ 
ger hits the windshield, the 
inside lay er o f glass breaks 
and the plastic laminatio n 
stretches to abso rb a great 
deal o f the impact. The o ut­ 
side glass lay er also breaks. 
Slicing Av o ided 
But if the head do cs no t 
go thro ugh the glass, then 
ail tho se serio us slicing cuts 
made by jagged glass o n 
tlie f a c e and neck are 
av o ided. And the mo st se­ 
rio us cut o f all—the so -called 
cro wn cut ex tending fro m 
ear to ear in a high arc 
acro ss the back o f the head 
—is av o ided. 
This is the aweso me cut 
that o ccurs when the head 
is snapped back into the 
car after penetrating the 
windshield.

The plant, operated hy 
Tairia Brothers t’o., is .sup­ 
plying Ford Motor ('o. with 
25<l,htH» tons of metal a year 
for iron castings siit h as en­ 
gine blocks, rear axle hous­ 
ings and crankshafts. 
'Prash from the broken up 
cars such as glass, uphol­ 
stery and plastic pieces, is 
sifted out of the metal by 


a shaking process. Then the 
material 
goes through

magnetic barrier, where the 
.steel and iron are plucked 
away from the aluminum 
and copper.

Doctors and scientists say 
that colors play a signifi­ 
cant role in traffic safety 
becau.se they determine how 
well you can se e regula­ 
tory, warning and direction­ 
al signs. And, along with 
the shape, the color of a 
sign helps you to recognize 
its meaning. 
Suppo.se, 
f o r example, 
that you were traveling in 
a Spanish-speaking country 
and came upon a .square, 
black-on-white s i g n 
that 
had 
the letters 
“ AT.TO” 
printed on it. What would 
you do? 
If you understood Span­ 
ish, you would stop, be­ 
cause alto means stop in 
that language. The typical 
American, however, would 
probably 
drive 
right 
on 
pa.st the sign, wondering 
what it meant. 
In this country and many 
others, the white-on-red oc­ 
tagonal sign i.s easily rec­ 
ognized as a s t o p sign. 
The fact that the sign ac­ 
tually says stop is relative­ 
ly unimportant, as indicat­ 


ed In a recent government 
survey in which a stop sign 
was intentionally altered to 
read “ Tops.” 
Other than that, the white- 
on red octagonal sign was 
left unchanged. Only 14 per­ 
cent of the motorists en­ 
countered the sign during 
the survey noticed the dif­ 
ference. 
Another 
example 
of

fairly standardized use of 
color on traffic signs is the 
white-on-green directional 
sign. Green means “ GO,” 
and these signs tell ^ou 
where to go. Since green is 
a passive color, it does not 
interfere with 
the 
sign’s 
message.

recognizable and readable 
sign, even at high speeds.

Gas, oil and maintenance 
accou nts for the largest p or­ 
tion of the money the av er­ 
age d riv er sp end s to op er­ 
ate his car, accord ing to a 
stu d y mad e recently by the 
Fed eral Highway Ad mini­ 
stration of the U.S. Dep art­ 
ment of Transp ortation. 
I n c l u d i n g d ep recia­ 
tion, the av erage cost of 
d riv ing a car 100,000 miles 
ov er a 10-y ear p eriod totals 
slightly more than $11,000— 
abou t 11c p er mile. 
Of this 11c, gas and oil 
cost 1.7 c and maintenance, 
accessories, 
p arts 
a nd 
tires cost 2.1c, for a total 
of 3.8c a mile (35 % of the 
op erating cost). 
Figu red on a new car 
costing $2,800, d ep reciation 
ranked second as an op er­ 
ating cost factor: 2.8c p er 
mile, or 25 %. The stu d y 
assu m ed that, althou gh few 
motorists d riv e the same 
car for 10 y ears, the av er­ 
age au to, s ol d or trad ed 
three or more times, is on 
the road that long. The cost 
p er mile of d ep reciation is 
higher in the earlier y ears 
of ownership , 
bu t 
rising 
maintenance costs in later 
y ears tend to offset this.

tinction, and threatened ex ­ 
tinction to others.

—Inner tu bes. In 1953, the 
y ear before tu beless tires 
became stand ard , the tire 
ind u stry ship p ed 63 million 
tu bes. Last y ear the total 
amou nt was arou nd 28 mil­ 
lion. 


—Clu tches. Au to ex ecu ­ 
tiv es say the stand ard trans­ 
mission is on the way ou t. 


—Conv ertibles. This is a 
su rp rise in v iew of the p op ­ 
u larity of small, sp orty cars. 
Bu t au to ex ecu tiv es say that 
air cond itioning, concern for 
safety and .slick 
hard top 
sty ling may d o away with 
the conv ertible; last y ear 
only 4 .4 % of cars sold were 
conv ertibles, and this was 


the first tim e since 1960 the 
p ercentage has d ip p ed be­ 
low 5 %. 
One ex ecu tiv e told the 
Wall 
Street Jou rnal 
that 
women arc resp onsible for 
the d ecline in conv ertible 
sales: they p refer air con­ 
d itioning to a wind -d estroy ed 
hair-d o.
